BERLIN, Oct. 29 (AP). — Ger- 
mans have broken through Rus- 
defenses to the Crimea, pen- 
insular Soviet republic which juts 
into the Black Sea. after 10 days 
ef hard fighting, a special commu- 
sigue from Adolf Hitler’s head- 
qgarters on the eastern front said 
today. 
The communique did not specify 
where the break-through was ef- 
fected, but it was believed to have 


ben made near the town of Pere- 
kop at the northern end of the 
four-mile Perekop Isthmus. 
German dispatches said the Rus- 
gians on the peninsula were in con- 
siderable force and Berlin com- 
mentators insisted the defenders 
were trapped.

NAZIS CALL ON ROOSEVELT 
TO PRODUCE MAP SHOWING 
AXIS AIMS IN S. AMERICA 

BERLIN, Oct. 29 (AP). 
ERMAN spokesmen chal- 
G lenged President Roosevelt 
today to produce a Map 
which he said revealed German 
aspirations in South America. 
If such a map exists, they said, 
the President should prove its 

authenticity. 

Authorized Germans studied 
recently published maps of | 
whether the President referred | 
to any of these. They distrib- 
uted to foreign correspondents 
photographic copies of one map 
which they said appeared in the 
August number of Fortune 
magazine and showed South 
America as a sort of political 
question mark. 

The spokesmen said that by 
refusal to reveal documents on 
which his charges were based, 
Roosevelt “ducks the issue.”

BYSTANDER SHOT IN FIGHT 
IN NEW YORK HOTEL DIES 


Detroit Theatrical Producer Was 
Wounded as Police Pursued 
Murder Case Suspect. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29 (AP). — 
William Ortmann, 52-year-old De- 
troit theatrical producer who was 
shot early yesterday morning as 
he witnessed a fight between a 
detective and a murder case sus- 
pect in a mid-Manhattan hotel, 
died today. 

The gunman, Abe Beitler, 23 
years old, killed himself after the 
shooting. Police had captured his 
two companions. 


RED ARMY TAKING OFFENSIVE 
IN BITTER MOSCOW FIGHTING 


Nazis Said to Have Lost 
60 Pct. of Men on Cap- 
ital Front, to Be Throw- 
ing Up Defensive Works. 


LONDON, Oct. 29 (AP).—The 
Moscow radio said today that the 


Germans had been reduced to the 
defensive in the Kalinin sector, 95 
miles northwest of Moscow. 

‘The Russian announcer said the 
Germans had last 5000 men, 40 guns 
‘and 32 mortar#*in | 
the approaches to Kalinin, an im- 
portant station on the Moscow- 
Leningrad Railway. One mecha- 
nized division had lost so much of 
its equipment it was reduced to in- 
fantry status, the broadcast added. 

Fresh German reinforcements, 
mainly Austrians, were reported 
entering the battle for Kalinin. 


Nazis’ Heavy Losses. 


Other advices received in London 
said the Germans had lost 60 per 
cent of their effectives sent into 
action the last few days against 
the Moscow lines, and told of 
Soviet counterattacks in the direc- 
tions of Mozhaisk, 57 miles west of 
the city, and Maloyaroslavets, 65 
miles to the southwest, 

The Soviet capital, guarded by 
troops under no-retreat orders and 
ringed by fortifications growing 
daily under civilian labor, was flat- 
ly reported in Russian military dis- 
patches to be impregnable. 

Volokolamsk, a cotton mill town 
72 miles by railroad northwest of 
Moscow, was mentioned by the So- 
viet Information Bureau as a new 
center of fighting yesterday. Volo- 
kolamsk is between the older com- 
bat zones of Kalinin and Mozhaisk. 

Russian dispatches said the in- 
vaders were entrenching and pre- 
paring tank traps in some areas 
about Moscow, essentially defen- 
sive work, in an effort to consol- 
idate earlier advances. 

The Moscow radio said the Ger- 
mans succeeded in advancing a 
little northward toward Tula, mu- 
nitions making center, 110 miles 
from Moscow in the Orel sector, 
where increasingly bitter fighting 
had been reported earlier. 

Rostov Plants Mined. 

The Rusians are realistically 
facing the posibility of the loss of 
Rostov, dispatches said, and 
already have mined the Rostsel- 
mash Armament Works and other 
buildings, preparing to leave the 
city a smoking ruin.

Synthetic Road Test for Drivers 
Given Varying Snorts of Liquor 


KANSAS CITY, Oct. 29 (AP).— 
Wanted: Drivers who like to take 
a snort or two before taking the 
old bus out. The police depart- 
ment is going to give them all the 
whisky they want and start them 
out in automobiles to determine 
just how dangerous 4a drunken 
driver is. 

A synthetic road, with curves 
and markers, will be set up in the 
American Royal Pavilion. Specta- 
tors—selected safety engineers, 
physicians, judges, highway patrol- 
men and police officers—will serve 
as judges to grade the drivers. 

At least 30 drivers will be tested 
Nov. 18 and 19, Police Chief Har- 
old Anderson said. The drivers 
will include some who rarely 
drink, some who drink occasionally 
and habitual drinkers. 

Candidates first will drive the 
course sober. After a dinner 
each will receive two ounces of 


*xisting religions. 


whisky. Twenty minutes later each 


must drive 200 feet-forward, keep- 
ing the left wheels between two 
lines 12 inches apart, then reverse 
back to the starting point. 

Half an hour later they will re- 
ceive another two ounces of whisky 
and each driver must follow a fig- 
ure eight outlined by 16 poles, each 
bearing a standard highway mark- 
er. The course will be 50 feet wide 
at its widest. Time limit to cover 
the course is three minutes. 

More whisky and more driving 
will follow at 30-minute intervals. 

Tests with the drunkometer,, a 
device used by police to determine 
whether a driver is intoxicated, 
will be interspersed with the driv- 
ing. 

The object, H. W. Johnson, po- 
lice superintendent of traffic and 
safety, said, is to prove the effi- 
ciency of the drunkometer and to

Company Accepts Proposal 


After Union Defers 
Strike — 3’ Local Men to 
Be Arbiters. 
JURISDICTION KEPT 
BY U. S. AGENCY 


It Will Call Disputants to 
Washington if Either 
Side Disagrees With 
Findings. 


The Union Electric Co. today 
notified the National Defense Me- 
diation Board that it had accepted 
its proposal for arbitration of the 
dispute with the Tri-State Utility 
Workers’ Union, after the union 
at a meeting last night had ac- 
cepted the suggestion and post- 
poned its strike, which had been 
scheduled for 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 

In response to a telegram from 
William H. Davis, chairman of the 
Mediation Board, outlining the 
arbitration plan and urging both 
parties to take no action which 
would make the controversy more 
difficult to solve, William McClel- 
lan, president of the company, tele- 
graphed Davis that the company 
accepted the certification of the 
dispute to the board and would do 
nothing to aggravate the situation. 

In a statement to reporters, Mc- 
Clellan said, “This matter is now 
in the hands of the Defense Medi- 
ation Board, and we shall co-oper- 
ate with the board in order to clear 
up the matter as speedily as pos- 
sible, 


on| Te Begin Selecting Arbiters. 


The Mediation Board, in collabo- 
ration with the labor division of 
the Office of Production Manage- 
ment, was to begin today to select 
three St. Louisans to act as an arbi- 
tration board in the dispute. 

The panel will consist of one 
representative of management, one 
representing the public and one 
representing an independent labor 
organization, probably a member 
of one of the railroad brotherhoods. 

The Mediation Board will retain 
jurisdiction in the dispute and will 
summon both parties to Washing- 
ton ff either side disagrees with the 
findings of the St. Louis arbitra- 
tion board. 


Union Demands. 


The union had threatened to 
strike unless the company granted 
its wage demands or agreed to sub- 
mit them to a local arbitration 
board. The company rejected both 
demands, taking the position that 
the United States Conciliation

ONE ISSUE AT STAKE, 
HE TELLS SENATE 


It Is: ‘Shall America De- 
liberately Go all the Way 


Into Shooting War, Per- 
haps on 2 Oceans?’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29 (AP).— 
Senator Nye (Rep.), North Da- 
kota, asserted today ,that enact- 
ment of neutrality revision legis- 
lation would “invite attack by 
sending merchant ships, armed 
with slingshots against torpedoes, 
straight into a submarine block- 
ade.” | 


Nye, consistent opponent of ad- 
ministration foreign policy, opened 
the Senate’s third day of debate 
on the momentous legislation to 
repeal present neutrality law pro- 
visions forbidding the arming of 
ships and preventing them from 
entering belligerent ports or desig- 


nated combat zones, 

Galleries were crowded, but it 
was a different situation on the 
floor. At one time during Nye’s 
speech there were only six Sena- 
tors in his audience. No adminis- 
tration speakers sought to reply. 

“There comes a clever word 
from the West,” Nye declared, 
“that the betting there is 10 to 1 
that if we approve this repealer, 
the United States will be in the 
war before Great Britain is in the 
war. 


“Claws of War Overlooked.” 


“The nasty looking claws of 
war, with all their meanings, were 
overlooked as the ears. were 
charmed with the gentle purrs 
that repealing the arms embargo 
and adopting a lease-lend program 
of aid to Britain and her allies 
were by no means acts of war, 
but were really designed to pre- 
serve America’s neutrality while at 
the same time helping a gallant 
people. 

“The idea . . had sufficient 
charm to make it possible for 
many who are definitely against 
actual involvement in war to be- 
lieve that we could really go for 
a stroll with the leper of war and 
come back without having caught 
the leprosy.” 

Saying that those who backed 
repeal of the embargo against 
arms shipments to belligerents in 
1939 had insisted that “they did 
not even dream of wanting war,” 
he continued: 

“Well, the gloves are off now. 
The claws are out. The point and 
purpose of it all is clear to any- 
one who can read or think. The 
mouse, the American people, has 
been played with long enough. 
Now is the time to gobble it. 


The Pending Question. 


“The pending question is this 
and bluntly this and no less than 
this: 

“‘Shall America deliberately and 
consciously go all the way into a 
shooting war, perhaps upon two 
oceans, or shall it not?’” 

Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
struck back earlier at critics of 
President Roosevelt’s foreign poli- 
cies, labeling as “unwarranted” 
their charges that the President 
was seeking to involve this coun- 
try in an undeclared war through 
revision of the Neutrality Act. 

The best answer to. those 
charges, Connally told reporters, 
was the fact that the United States 
was not at war. 


40 “No” Votes Indicated. 


But Senator Johnson (Rep.), 
California, expressed the opinion 
that the President’s bluntly word- 
ed Navy day speech had aroused 
new opposition to the Dill, and 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, 
said a poll indicated at least 40 
Senators would vote against broad- 
ening the House-approved ship 
arming measure to end present 
neutrality restrictions on ship 
movements, 

Connally remained confident, 
however, that the administration 
could muster a minimum of 52 
votes, three more than a majority, 
for the broader legislation now 
pending. 

Leaders sought to keep the de- 
bate moving at a faster pace to- 
day, hoping to arrive at a final 
vote on the measure the middle of 
next week by keeping the Senate 
at work longer hours.

U.S.SHIP DAMAGED NEAR ADEN 


Grounded While En Route to Suez 
With Supplies. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—(AP)— 
The 5658-ton American freighter 
West Zeda, carrying supplies to 
Suez, was damaged as a result of 
a grounding near Aden and is now 
at a Near East drydock, marine 
circles said today. 

Travelers reported it was struck 
by bomb splinters during Axis air 
raids on Suez. 


KEARNY FIRED ON 
AFTER DROPPING 
DEPTH GHARGES 


Knox Says Destroyer Was 
Helping Merchant Ship 
Fight Off U-Boat When 
Torpedoed. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29 (AP).— 
A new report on the torpedoing 
of the American destroyer Kearny 


disclosed today that the warship 
was assisting a merchant vessel to 
fight off a submarine attack at 
the time it was struck and se- 
verely damaged. 

The report, prepared for release 
by Secretary of the Navy Knox, 
also disclosed that the torpedo 
which struck the destroyer was 
one of three fired at it some time 
after it had released depth bombs 
in assistance to the merchant ves- 
sel. 

One of these torpedoes, accord- 
ing to this advice, passed astern 
of the ship. One passed before it, 
and the center one struck the de- 
stroyer amidship, causing the dam- 
age to its boiler room and midsec- 
tion and costing 11 dead and 10 
wounded. Today’s report was the 
first official confirmation that the 
11 men were considered as dead. 
Previously, they had been reported 
missing, 

Prior to the attack, the report 
showed, the Kearny had been es- 
corting one convoy, the direction 
and nationality of which were not 
given, when it received informa- 
tion that another convoy was un- 
der attack “from several German 
submarines.” 

The Kearny, first American war- 
ship successfully attacked since the 
European war began, was torpe- 
doed about 350 miles south and 
west of Iceland. It made port un- 
der its own power. 

Secrecy on U-Boat Sinkings. 

Earlier today Knox told report- 
ers that the Navy probably would 
apply a policy of secrecy. to the 
sinkings of any German subma- 
rines in engagements with Ameri- 
can war vessels. 

Knox declined either to confirm 
or deny reports, brought to his at- 
tention at his press conference, 
that some German submarines 
had been sunk,

Accept Plan for All Par- 
ties to Agree to Abide by 
Decision Reached by 
Mediators. | 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 29 (AP).— 
John L, Lewis of the CIO and 
Myron C, Taylor, representing the 
steel industry, recessed their con- 
ference on the “captive” coal mine 
strike this afternoon to confer im- 
mediately with President’ Roose- 
velt at the White House, 

They had met in continuous ses- 
sion for nearly six hours in an at- 
tempt to reach an agreement for 
reopening the mines. 

Lewis, president of the, United 
Mine Workers, and Taylor, former 


board chairman of United States 
Steel Corporation, were accompa- 
nied to the White House by Wil- 
liam H. Davis, chairman of the 
Defense Mediation Board, 

Davis in on Talks. 

Davis left Taylor’s suite at the 
Mayflower Hotel With: the 
two men. It was the first indi- 
cation that Davis had been in con- 
ference with them, altho White 
House Secretary Stephen ly had 
disclosed earlier that Davis and 
Taylor had discussed the strike sit- 
uation with Roosevelt last night. 

Taylor, acting as spokesman for 
the group, told reporters only that 
the three men would go to the 
White House immediately to see 
President Roosevelt. 

Roosevelt had suggested today’s 
meeting between Lewis and Tay- 
lor. 3 

The sole issue in the dispute is 
the union’s demand for a union 
shop in the coal mines which the 
steel companies operate. Un- 
der union shop provision, each 
employe would have to become a 
member of the union after a period 
of probation. The dispute directly 
affects 53,000 miners, claimed to be 
95 per cent organized by the UMW, 
whose strike became effective Mon- 
day in “captive” mines in Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia, Kentucky 
and Alabama, cuting off fuel for 
steel mills busy with defense 
orders. 

Move.by U. S. Steel. 

The United States Steel Corpora- 
tion told the National Defense Me- 
diation Board yesterday it was 
willing to accept the board’s recent 
offer to decide the dispute, an of- 
fer which contained the proviso 
that both parties to the dispute 
must agree in advance to accept 
the board’s decision as final. 

This morning Youngstown Sheet 
and Tube Co. telegraphed it also 
was willing for the board to decide 
the dispute, if principal other com- 
panies interested agreed and if the 
procedure set no precedent.

even though members who had 
joined before, and paid their fee, 
had to be laid off their jobs and 
replaced by the new men. 


Workers Being Laid Off. 


Nischwitz reported to Morris 
that the international union felt 
that it was unfair to the present 
members to accept any new work- 
ers as long as the supply of work- 
ers exceeded the demand at the 
present time. Some workers in the 
construction end of defense proj- 
ects are already beginning to be 
laid off and many of the Hod Car- 
riers’, with paid up memberships, 
cannot be placed on jobs. 


Nischwitz told reporters the un- 
ion had decided to let all men who 
are now paying for their work 
permit fee in installments com. 
plete the payments, but would not 
accept any new members. He said 
350 laborers were laid off last week 
and that they would. have to be 
placed in jobs before any change 
was made in the union’s decision. 


The grand jury, investigating the 
source of the $186,000 and Golden’s 
admission that he embezzled $6000 
of union funds which he said he 
split with the other officers, re- 
sumed its inquiry today by calling 
O’Shea and two other trustees, or 
members of the auditing commit- 
tee as they were known to the 
union membership, as witnesses. 
The grand jury is also looking into 
the story of the four union officers 
that two fake Federal income tax 
agents took $41,000 from Golden 
for “checking” purposes. 


Auditing Committee in Dark. 


Members of the auditing com- 
mittee, which was intended to have 
supervisory control over the union 
officers, Golden and Hill, who col- 
lected and disbursed the union’s 
funds, were kept in the dark about 
the actual condition of the books, 
the inquiry has shown, by Hill’s 
method of opening the books 
quickly, stating everything had 
been pronounced in “perfect or- 
der by the State ‘Auditor,” and 
then snapping the books closed. 


The “State Auditor,” who has 
been identified as actually a for- 
mer deputy state auditor, made 
only a perfunctory examination of 
the books and took Hill’s and 
Golden’s figures from which he 
made a recapitulation sheet that 
answered for an audit. Usually the 
auditor would spend an hour or 
two on his examination at every 
three-month period provided for 
in the constitution of the union. 

Two other witnesses called before 
the grand jury are Miss June Shaw, 
bookkeeper and office clerk at the 
union headquarters at 3610A Fin- 
ney avenue, and Nischwitz. The 
transcript of previous testimony be- 
fore the grand jury has been com- 
pleted, it was learned, and the 
jurors have the voluminous testi- 
mony of many witnesses available 
for study and for comparison. 

Two firms of auditors, mean- 
while, continued their examination 
of the tangled financial affairs of 
the union. Morris said he hoped 
the audit, complicated by the poorly 
kept books, would be completed at 
the end of the week.

Indefinite postponement of the 
strike, which would have halted the 
company’s electric service and left 
about 85 per cent of the city’s 
homes and industries without pow- 
er, was voted unanimously by 200 
representative’s of the union’s 55 
loca] chapters in a meeting at the 
Maplewood Masonic Temple last 
night after an afternoon marked 
by an exchange of telephone calls 
and telegrams between the union, 
the OPM and the Mediation Board. 


Referred to Mediation Board. 


W. Ellison Chalmers, of the OPM 
labor division, telephoned Robert 
A. Roessel, attorney and spokesman 
for the union, soon after noon yes- 
terday to propose a_ local three- 
member arbitration board com- 
posed of representatives of man- 
agement, labor and the Conciliation 
Service. 

Officers of the union conferred 
in Roessel’s office and agreed to 
accept the plan, provided the third 
member was a representative of 
the public, rather than of the Con- 
ciliation Service. 

While they were attempting to 
call Chalmers again, however, El- 
mer T. Bell, representative of the 
Washington office of the Concilia- 
tion Service who has been in St. 
Louis since Monday trying to set- 
tle the dispute, telephoned Roessel 
that the controversy had been certi- 
fied to the Mediation Board by the 
Secretary of Labor. 

Proposal Withdrawn. 

Chalmers called a few minutes 
later and said the OPM was with- 
drawing its arbitration proposal 
because the Mediation Board had 
accepted jurisdiction. 

“To hell with the Mediation 
Board,” Roessel exclaimed to re- 
porters. “It’s not the union’s fault 
if Government agencies get their 
wires crossed. This thing’s all 
balled up and there won’t be any 
postponement of the strike.” 

There followed another call 
from Chalmers, saying the OPM 
and Mediation Board would col- 
laborate on the earlier arbitration 
proposal; a confusing telegram 
from the Mediation Board and an- 
other explantory phone call from 
Chalmers. 

Officers of the union and mem- 
bers of its General Labor Board 
met at 6:30 at the union’s head- 
quarters, 2816 Sutton avenue, Ma- 
plewood, and agreed to recom- 
mend acceptance of the proposal 
to the general meeting. 

Unanimous Approval. 

That meeting lasted only 45 min- 
utes and brought a unanimous ap- 
proval of the strike postponement 
on a roll call vote. As the dele- 
gates left the hall to telephone 
their local groups, their relieved 
smiles contrasted with the tense 
and serious faces they had ex- 
hibited as they entered the meet- 
ing. 

Roessel returned to union head- 
quarters and again telephoned 
Chalmers to tell him of the de- 
cision. 


“That action takes the heat off 


you boys,” he quoted Chalmers as 
replying. “The responsibility will 
be the company’s if it refuses to 


accept. If it does refuse, the mat- | 


ter will be between the company 
and Uncle Sam.” 
The union attorney also tele- 


phoned Gov. Forrest C. Donnell, 


who held two conferences with 
union and company represent- 
atives, and assured him, “You can 
go to sleep tonight and not worry 
about crying babies and _ cold 
milk.” 

“This, I think, disposes of the 
whole matter,” Roessel told Gov. 
Donnell. “With three local fair- 
minded men—and there are lots of 
them in this community—we will 
get this thing adjusted.” 

To Begin Shortly. 

Chalmers told Roessel last night 
the OPM or Mediation Board 
would telephone him today about 
arrangements for the arbitration 
board hearings, which he said 
would begin in two or three days. 

The union, which has 3000 mem- 
bers throughout the Union Electric 
system, is asking for a 10 per cent 
wage increase, subject to later ad- 
justments to cost not more than 
$165,000. 

The company favors a schedule 
of wage increases similar to that 
negotiated last month between the 
company and AFL operating en- 
gineers in four power plants, un- 
der which lower paid workers re- 
ceive the largest increases in pay. 

Representatives of the union lo- 
cals will meet again next Tuesday 
night for a report on progress of 
the negotiations. “If there’s any 
double-crossing, either by the com- 
pany or Washington, we'll decide 
what to do at that meeting,” Roes- 
sel told reporters.

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Union Demands Higher 
Pay and Closed Shop at 
Medart Co.—300 Work- 
ers Walk Out. tes 


The plant of the Medart Co., 
3500 De Kalb street, was closed 
today by a strike of more than 
300 production workers, members 
of Local Union 2160 of the CIO 
Steel Workers’ Organizing Com- 
mittee, in support of demands for 
higher wages and a closed shop. 
Management of the company said 
it produced machine tools essential 


to metals industries engaged in 
vital defense production. 


Ray Hartlein, international rep- 
resentative of the SWOC, said 331 
of the 336 production employes 
went on strike after a bréakdown 
in negotiations. The five others, 
he said, were not union members. 

Demands of the union, he con- 
tinued, were for an immediate 
wage increase of 10 cents an hour 
and for a‘ 5-cent increase after six 
months, together with a_ closed 
shop. In a counterproposal, he 
said, the company offered a union 
shop and two 5-cent increases, one 
now and one in six months. Mem- 
bers of the union said hourly 
wages ranged now between 40 and 
75 cents. 

Another point in controversy, 
Hartlein said, was the length of 
the proposed new contract, with 
the union seeking to limit it to 
one year and the company holding 
out for a three-year contract pro- 
viding for additional wage in- 
creases, after one year, based on 
cost-of-living figures furnished by 
the National Industrial Conference 
Board for the St. Louis area. 

One of the chief objections to 
the company’s offer, said Hartlein, 
was the union shop proposal, which 
would enable the five non-union 
employes to stay out of the organ- 
ization. The union members voted 
for the strike Sunday and reaf- 
firmed the decision at a meeting 
last night. 

Walter Siegerist, president of 
the company, said he understood 
the union negotiating committee 
had agreed to the company’s pro- 
posals, except that it had wanted 
all the wage increases within 12 
months. 

Cost to the company would be 
greater than that represented by 
the straight hourly’ § increases, 
Siegerist said, since about 30 per

ber piled up in the mill. 

The army, he explained, usually 
wants only 4 special section of each 
log, such as a beam, but, he added, 
“we must move, or dispose of the 
whole log, otherwise operation may 
become impossible.”

time Commission withdrew a num-| : 


ber of freighters from intercoastal 
trade. Lumber has accumulated 
on docks, and storage space is at 
a& premium now. 

The Economic Council, an ad- 
vigory group named by Gov. 
Charles A. Sprague of Oregon, saw 
a way to ease the storage situation, 
recommending to the Maritime 
Commission that ships being built 
on the West Coast carry lumber 
on their way East to Atlantic 
Ocean service. The council said 
it had been informed the ships 
might otherwise go back empty. 

The council also appealed to the 
SPAB to modify its ruling on hous- 
ing construction, and McIntosh 
asked the SPAB to clarify a state- 
ment on curtailment of materials 
for non-defense activities, which, 
he said, “threw a scare into pri- 
vate construction.”

The United States Circuit Court 


of Appeals, in an opinion filed 
here today, affirmed a District 


Court decision dismissing the suit 
of Mary Lois K. McIntosh against 
her aunt, Mrs. Ella L. Wiggins, for 
rents and profits received over & 
period of years from a share of 


the $6,000,000 estate of John E. 
Liggett, tobacco manufacturer. 
Liggett died in 1897 and litigation 
over his trust estate has been al- 
most continuous. since. 

The Court’s. majority opinion, 
written by Circuit Judge John B. 
Sanborn, with District Judge Gun- 
nar H. Nordbye concurring, held 
that the question involved in Mrs. 
McIntosh’s suit had been decided 
by the St. Louis Circuit Court in 
1923, hence that the case was res 
adjudicata, a matter decided. 

Circuit Judge Harvey M. John- 
sen, in a dissenting opinion, cited a 
later State court decision, affirmed 
by the Missouri Supreme Court iast 
July, which spoke of the 1923 de- 
cision as “unconscionable and a 
legal perversion.” 

Judge Johnsen pointed out that 
Mrs. Elizabeth Liggett Kennard, 
plaintiff in the State court suit re- 
cently decided, had obtained relief, 
which was denied to Mrs. MclIn- 
tosh, suing in Federal Court, and wo 
that the latter denial was based 
on a former State court decision, 
now discredited by the State Su- 
preme Court. 

“To refuse redress.in the pres- 
ent case,” Judge Johnsen said in 
his dissenting opinion, “would be 
a reproach to the administration of 
justice.” 

Mrs. Wiggins, living at 17 Port- 
land place, is the surviving one 
of Liggett’s three daughters, each 
of whom received the income from 
one-fourth of his trust estate, the 
fourth going to a grandson. Since 
the death of the other daughters, 
Mrs. Dollie L. Kilpatrick and Mrs. 
Cora B. Fowler, the heirs of Mrs. 
Kilpatrick have been suing for a 
share of the income which former- 
ly went to Mrs. Fowler, and which 
has since been paid to Mrs. Wig- 
gins. trustees of the estate set 
aside money to meet these claims, | 
which, at the time when Mrs. Ken- 
nard’s case was in Circuit Court 
last year, amounted to about $400,-

Michigan and Superior. 


Dock and riverfront improve- 
ment at Alton, use of ice breakers 
on the Illinois: and Upper Missis- 
sippi anda survey for a ship canal 
between Lakes Michigan and Su- 
perior were among concrete pro- 
posals advocated by the Missis- 
sippi Valley Association yesterday 
at Hotel Statler. | 

The ship canal, “as proposed by 
the people of Michigan,” would 
cut off the long haul around the 
Northern Peninsula and connect 
the two lakes from a point 30-odd 
miles southeast of Marquette on 


Superior to the inlet above Escan- 
aba on Greey Bay, an arm of Lake 
Michigan 

“Riverfront improvements and 
barge terminal facilities are need- 
ed at Alton, Ill, for normal and 
national defense shipping,” con- 
tinued a resolution adopted in 
final sessions of the two-day an- 
nual convention. “We recommend 
that the Federal Government, 
through its proper agencies, look 
into the matter with a view to the 
making of such improvement as 
may be shown to be practicable.” 

Floo€ Control Works. 

Appropriations for completion of 
approved channel projects “as soon 
as possible,” were urged as “essen- 
tial to the commercial and military 
progress of the nation.” On rec- 
ommendation of its Water Re- 
sources Committee, the Associa- 
tion recommended appropriations 
also to build flood control works 
“vital to defense” and to complete 
those under way “where stoppage 
would entail an economic loss to 
the Government.” 

Amendment of the Merchant Ma- 
rine act to enable the Maritime 
Commission to build barges, tugs 
and towboats for inland water- 
ways was advocated in a Traffic 
Committee report adopted by the 
association. The organization also 
commended American flag serv-

Soldiers Are Young, 
Modest and Direct 


How cold these statistics sound. 
As I write I see the faces of many 
Russian boys — with bandages 
around their heads, intense in the 
dim light ofa blacked out train, liv- 
ing again the first weeks of the 
retreat across the frontier, laugh- 
ing at dinner and drinking toasts 
to the Americanskys, barking their 
orders to the anti-aircraft battery 
guns swinging skyward, asleep on 
the top of tarpaulin-covered trucks. 
There are all kinds of faces in 
the Russian Army — Mongolian 
faces, intense, dark-eyed, bony 
faces from the Caucasus, jolly 
Ukrainians—but mostly they seem 
the faces of the European Rus- 
sians, and these are startlingly like 
the faces of our own boys. 

Like all soldiers nowadays who 
must fight with complicated ma- 
chinery at high speed they are 
young, modest, shy, direct. They 
describe the battles in which they 
have fought simply, almost with 
diffidence. You like them. Your 
heart goes out to them. You have 
read many of their individual 
stories. If they fought for nothing 
else but themselves, if their battle 
had no significance for us at all, 
they would still be worth helping. 
You would still want to help them. 

If you saw the country they 
have so painstakingly put together, 
you would still feel that way. There 
are a thousand things in it that 
might shock you—most of them, I 
think, simply because they are 
strange, and what is strange is 
usually shocking. But I do not 
think you could ever get so shocked 
that you could forget the size of 
their ambition or the sweep of their 
accomplishment in one generation. 
Put down the idea that they were 
bent on revolutionizing the world— 
and imposing their social system on 
us—as so much bunk. What the 
wretched little American Commu- 
nist party would like to do with us 
—if it could ever elect more than a 
Congressman—is something else 
again. The Russians were much 
too busy working things out for 
themselves. They had hardly 
learned to feed and clothe them- 
selves; their state is at least 20 
years from being a really sound 
industrial concern. Already many 
features Of their life would shock 
an American radical more than 
they would you. 

You might disapprove of their 
life—and you Would certainly not 
want to trade it for your own— 
but you would want for them the 
right to finish their experiment, to 
work out their destiny undisturbed 
by the tramping boots of the Prus- 
sians. And if you had seen and 
talked with as many of these young 
men as I have, that terrible sen- 
tence—“10,000 casualties every 24 
hours’”—would have a meaning for 
you so awful you could hardly 
breathe. 

No Indications 

Of Collapse. 

ILL the Russians themselves 

collapse? I do not think so. 
At least not as France collapsed. I 
think you can count on this—in six 
weeks’ study on the spot I found no 
evidence of diruptive political 
force. The people who are impor- 
tant in Russia—the people who pro- 
duce its weapons and who fight

TURKISH GENERALS’ 
VISIT TO HITLER

W cient: Turkey celebrates the 


eighteenth anniversary of the 

republic, two Turk Generals 
have been visiting Adolf Hitler on 
the Russian front. 

Turkish Generals do not refuse 
invitations like this these days. 
But the Germans quite frankly 
say they “gave them an impres- 
sive picture of the achievements 
and successes of German troops 
and their allies.” Then the Turk- 
ish Generals, Ali Fuad Erden and 
Hueseyn Erkilet, had tea in Hit- 
ler’s headquarters. 

It is easy to imagine what the 
German Fuehrer told them. For 
some days, the German high com- 
mand has been shoving Ruma- 
nians, Italians and Hungarians into 
the bloody battle of South Russia, 
and giving them frequent pats on 
the back in the daily communiques. 
Rumanians were permitted to take 
most of the credit for the capture 
of Odessa and thus Rumanian 
military pride was given a strong 
hypodermic. Italian arms got a 
much needed compliment for re- 
ported advances in the Donets 
Basin; a few days later the Hun- 
garians, in turn, were credited 
with helping out in the same area. 

So, this was a fine time for Hit- 
ler to tell the Turkish military 
men: “See—look what you could 
do if you were with us!” 

Turkey’s army of 2,000,000 men 
could be of extreme value to the 
German Army, which is occupied 
now from Murmansk to the Black 
Sea. The Germans are knocking 
at the gates of Rostov-on-Don, 
key to the North Caucasus and a 
point from which Hitler’s armies 
might plunge toward the Caspian 
Sea, 450 miles to the east, or exe- 
cute a sharp right turn and make 
for the oil properties at the Black 
Sea end of the Caucasian Moun- 
tains. Another force is fighting 
its way into the Crimea, from 
which it could pass south of the 
sea of Azov across the straight of 
Kerch and enter the same oil 
lands. ' 


co-operation would bring much 
closer the day when Hiitler’s 
armies could swing in force 
through Asiatic Turkey and into 
Syria, in a scythe-like advance on 
Suez. 

On the Turkish side, there is 
the unhappy memory of the Cau- 
casian campaign of the last war, 
the unavenged defeats of the old 
Turkish army at the hands of the 
Russians in bitter winter cam- 
paigning, and the fact that “the 
last peace deprived Turkey of such 
rich territorial prizes as the Rus- 
sian oil port of Batum. 

Turkey still has, on paper, a mu- 
tual assistance alliance with Brit- 
ain, and the British say—publicly 
at least—that they expect the 
Turks to stay friends. 

But Turkey has also a new 
friendship pact with Germany, 
conclusion of which barely pre- 
ceded the German offensive on 
Russia, and there is no doubt but 
that Hitler has chosen this time 
to begin preliminary moves to get 
Turkey into an actual military alli- 
ance. This much was in the wind 
even before the Turkish generals 
showed up, and there is good rea- 
son to believe it was talked about 
at Count Ciano’s latest conference 
at the headquarters of the Ger- 
man Fuehrer.

OLITICAL commissars figure 
P prominently in the news from 

the Russian front these days. 
Their job of maintaining morale 
in the Soviet fighting forces is of 
the utmost significance in the 
present struggle. Almost every 
day we are told by the newspapers 
of the activities and exploits of 
these political workers—who al- 
ways are members of the Commu- 
nist party. 

Editorials constantly enjoin the 
Communists and Komsomols 
(young Communists) boldly to 
take the leadership in the fighting 
and so set an example to non-party 
men who make up the bulk of Rus- 
sia’s fighting forces. Individual 
acts of heroism aré glorified while 
contempt is poured on those who 
shirk their duty. Instances of de- 
sertion, cowardice, sabotage and 
treachery among the fighting men 
are given publicity in the press as 
a warning to others, 


‘Death of a Traitor.’ 


Here is a’ story taken from a 
Moscow newspaper and entitled 
“Death of a Traitor,” which illus- 
trates their candor, 


“During the fighting on the 
Northwestern front the traitor 
Piroshkov inflicted a wound in his 
hand. He went to a first aid sta- 
tion hoping to be sent on to a 
hospital at the rear. The doctor 
who treated the wound quickly de- 
tected the truth. The traitor was 
given a military trial in front of 
his comrades in the forest near 
the fighting lines. Political In- 
structor Milakov delivered a 
speech. He said: 


“*‘This man was reared on our 
Soviet bread. He spat on his fa- 
therland and the Soviet people. 
He was thinking only about his 
own hide. Piroshkov sold out his 
fatherland, his comrades and his 
family. He brought shame to our 
ranks, to his children, to his par- 
ents.’ 


“The grim silence along the 
lines of.soldiers bespoke flaming 
hatred against this scoundrel. 
Every man instinstively pressed 
the breech of his rifle. But only 
one now stepped forward. A vol- 
ley sounded and the traitor re- 
ceived his due.” 


Second only to.a traitor, accord- 
ing to Soviet propaganda, is a sol- 
dier who, wounded or not, aban- 
dons his equipment on the field of 
battle and lets it fall in the hands 
of the enemy. This is the lesson 
drilled unceasingly into Soviet 
fighters, for the ‘situation has 
reached the stage where the con- 
servation of guns and ammunition 
is of most vital concern. 


Another line of special educa- 
tion among the troops relates to 
methods of circumventing German 
encirclement tactics. Units which 
succeed in fighting their way 
through German  cordons—and 
such instances are not infrequent 
—are given much publicity with a 


did it.

A correspondent writing in 
Pravda asserted that Russian sol- 
diers who emerge from encircle- 
ment singly and without arms “de- 
serve only contempt and ridicule 
for they are not fighters but mere- 
ly soldiers saving their own skins.” 


Military commissars were abol- 
ished after the Finnish war but 
were restored to power shortly aft- 
er the outbreak of the present 
conflict. The commander of al- 
most every subdivision of the Rus- 
sian military forces, from armies 
down through divisions to regi- 
ments and battalions, now has a 
political worker at his.side of equal 
rank and equal responsibility. No 
action of importance can be taken 
without agreement by both mem- 
bers of the team. 


The commissars are the eyes and 
ears of the Communist Party and 
the Soviet Government, and their 
function is to stimulate the spirit 
of the men in their command by 
word and action, at the same time 
keeping watch for disaffection and 
breaches of discipline. 


Being a political commissar in 


the Red Army is just about as deli- 


cate, difficult and many-sided a 
job as one could imagine. On a 
recent trip to the front I met a 
number of these political workers 
and was amazed at the multiplicity 
of their duties. They gave fre- 
quent lectures to the troops, super- 
vised recreation, edited newspa- 
pers, conducted seminars on mili- 
tary tactics, advised soldiers on 
personal problems, organized clubs, 
kept diaries. 


In several notable instances in 
this war these Communist polit- 
ical workers have taken the lead- 
ership in battle and have distin- 
guished themselves in feats of gal-

Rooted in Revolution. 


The school grew out of the Sao 
Paulo revolution of 1932 against 
President Getulio Vargas. The revo- 
lution failed and its leaders met at 
the house of Sao Paulo’s leading 
physicist, Luis Cintra de Prado. 
What to do? Should Paulistas pre- 
pare another revolution? 
The conversation went on to deal 
with what Paulistas would have 
done for Brazil had they won. 
These men realized they had only 
one idea of government: Take it. 
They confessed to each other that 
they would not have known how to 
deal with the nation’s problems 
even if they had won. The conclu- 
sion: No new revolution but educa- 
tion in sociology and politics to 
learn how to run a country when 
called upon to do so. 
Modeled in general lines upon 
the London School of Economics 
and the Paris Ecole Libre des Sci- 
ences Politiques, the Sao Paulo Es- 
cola Livre broke with a profound 
South American tradition. It rec- 
ognized as a first principle that 
persons running the Government 
must know something about it. 
Since 1933 the Escola Livre has 
been functioning with at least one 
American professor of sociology

able explanation of what Mr.

On no other ground could he, or 
would he, attempt to justify his 
action. The strike he has called

trate it. 


HE question is whether in 

coal mines owned by the steel 
companies, in the so-called “cap- 
tive mines,” there shall be the 
same kind of union shop as there 
is in almost all the rest of the 
mining industry. In itself the de- 
mand of the miners is certainly 
not unreasonable. But since these 
captive mines have been operated 
for years without the union shop,

It is no explanation for Mr. 
Lewis to say that he does not 
like the Mediation Board, or Mr. 

For 
what is at stake is the defense 
of the United States—a far great- 
er thing than any man, be his 
name Roosevelt or Hillman or 
Lewis. Since Mr. Lewis will not 
and cannot deny that his action 
is a blow at the national defense, 
there is only one explanation he 
can offer as a loyal citizén of this 
country.

loyalty and of proved conservatism.

public statement which declared 
that “few people honestly believe 
that the Axis is now, or will in the 
future be, in a position to threat- 
en the independence of any part of 
this hemisphere if our defenses are 
properly prepared.” Obviously, if 
this is true, if these Republican 
leaders are right that there is no

‘HE site of this city was cleared by 

Auguste Chouteau under the direc- 
tion of Laclede Ligueste. Our city was 
named by Laclede Ligueste, a Spanish 
subject, who thought he was a French 
subject, and called it St. Louis, in honor 
of the French King, Louis XV. 

The man for whom our city was named 
was first married to Jeanne Antoinette 
Poisson, whose husband he had to ban- 
ish from France for a while so he could 
marry her. 

He fulfilled none of the duties of a 
ruler, but was completely immersed in 
pleasure. In all, he had four wives. His 
wives died at his command or by sui- 
cide. 

During his reign, men were sent to 
the galleys for life, and women were sent 
to prison for taking part in religious as- 
semblies. Churches and meeting houses 

Be were torn down. 

He annually squandered 180,000,000 
(about $350,000) on his pleasures, mis- 
tresses and favorites. 

That was the man our city is named 
for, and now some of our best citizens 
want to change the name of Lindbergh 
boulevard, the name of a good American 
citizen who rightly deserves that honor 
and will never be written down in history 
as was the man for whom our city was 
named.

IN A JUNGLE? 

A strike of Union Blectric employes, scheduled 
for 10 o'clock this morning, was nafrowly averted 
when union representatives voted last night to ac- 
cept a last-minute proposal for arbitration. This is 
the second time this fall that a community of more 
than a million people has been threatened with an 
electric power shutdown. ey 

What such a strike would mean was demonstrat- 
ed at Kansas City last month when a group of labor 
hoodlums. as the result of a jurisdictional row, pulled 
the switches‘at midnight and plunged that city into 
darkness. This strike, utterly without justifica- 
tion, paralyzed the life of the city. Street car serv- 
ice was suspended, street lights and traffic signals 
went off, water service was impaired, refrigeration 
went dead, airplanes could not land, molten metal 
in defense plants cooled, hospitals were left helpless 
—in one of them, an “iron lung” encasing 4 small 
child stopp’ @ operating. 

Such a th-wg is not a mere industrial dispute. It 
is a crime against humanity. In our complex, high- 
ly-organized society, dependent upon electricity for 
a thousand essential services, an electric power 
strike could easily cost hundreds of lives, to say 
nothing of the vast inconvenience caused to the 
public. Mr. Roosevelt, in the interest of national 
defense. is considering legislation to cope with the 
strikes that have plagued the nation recently. 

But even if there was no question of national de- 
fense involved, the two recent industrial disputes in 
St. Louis which threatened the stoppage of electric 
power bring home clearly the lesson that the right 
to strike, when the public welfare is intimately and 
fundamentally involved, must be limited. It is in 
fact already limited. Long ago the national Govern* 
ment recognized that a strike which would tie up 
the nation’s railroad system would be disastrous 
and Congress passed a law providing for a great 
number of preliminary steps before a rail strike could 
be called. That is eminently proper and it has 
worked satisfactorily. It prevents, for one thing, sud- 
den stoppages caused by hot-headed and irresponsi- 
ble leaders. It permits the public to examine the 
issues and to crystallize its opinion. Strikes against 
the Government itself, are not permitted. In our 
armed forces, strikes are called mutinies and are 
punishable by imprisonment at hard labor or death 
ag the hands of the firing squad. 

A distinction should be made between strikes 
with only a remote or indirect effect upon the peo- 
ple’s welfare, and strikes which have an immediate, 
violent and tragic effect upon masses of the pop- 
ulation. The public cannot be made the innocent 
victim of quarrels between men and employers. 
There is no reason in the world why any labor dis- 
pute cannot be settled by reasonable men around 
the conference table, especially in a country which 
has made collective bargaining the law of the land. 
And this is especially true when disputes affect 
so vital a thing as electric power, the nervous sys- 
tem of modern life. 

We realize that curbs on strikes must be care- 
fully drawn, so that in certain industries, like rail- 
roads and electric power, where they may be ap- 
plied, the curbs are not a license to unscrupulous 
employers to deny men their rights. There is a 
danger that in industries where the public has a 
large stake, employers may sit back and permit pub- 
lic wrath or restrictive legislation against work 
stoppages, regardless of the issues, to decide dis- 
putes in the management’s favor. 

Both employers and employes in the Union Elec- 
tric Co have a heavy obligation to the public. They 
are trustees, so to speak, of the people’s safety and 
health. The company, like all such utilities, op- 
erates under special franchise and, by accepting 
such a franchise, it acknowledges its special charac- 
ter. It cannot be considered a purely private busi- 
ness, such as the manufacture of zippers or ice 
cream cones. 

So we think that the two threatened power short- 
ages of the past two weeks are two too many. We 
think the public should be protected against these 
threats and against the stoppages themselves. We 
are not living in a jungle, but in a society. de- 
pendent upon water, light and transportation sery- 
ices. Let us take civilized notice of that fact.

This, of course, is 
getting to be a familiar pattern. 

If such a session is forced when Missouri can 
least afford it, that ought to be a last indictment 
of the politicians who have so consistently refused 
to face their duty where relief is concerned. It 
ought to become one of the very strongest argu- 
ments for voting for a Constitutional Convention 
a year hence and making an effort, once and for 
all, to give Missouri a government that will effi-

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A DISCUSSION OF THE POST-WAR WORLD. 

With Clement R. Attlee, Deputy Prime Minister, 
heading the British delegation, the International La- 
bor Organization, once an adjunct of the League of 
Nations, has begun a conference in New York with 
delegates from more than 30 countries in attendance. 
The agenda looks beyond the present war to the 
peace to come. The problem of the machine with its 
boon of mass production and its curse of mass un- 
employment, a minimum wage for those too weak to 
obtain it for themselves, unemployment, improve- 
ment of social insurance for workers, improvement 
of housing, diet and recreational facilities—these are 
among the topics to be discussed. 

A dispersion of effort which should go into the 
defense program? Not at all. The defense program, 
to be intelligent, must be more than the means for 
turning back Hitler and Nazism. It must be the 
means of achieving a better world to live in. It is 
meaningless if it is not concerned with the preserva- 
tion of liberty and freedom and the continued prog- 
ress of the human race. Meetings such as that of the 
International Labor Organization help us keep our 
perspective on the war. 
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HITLERISM AT HOME. 


They tied me to a tree and blindfolded me. 
Someone beat me unmercifully until I thought 
I was dying. I just gave up and fell down. A 
voice said, “He ain’t out; make him stand up 
to that tree.” Then someone kicked me until 
I stood up. Then they beat me some more. I 
fell down again, Then they began to kick me 
again. Somebody started to lift me up and 
someone else said, “Let me hit him.” ‘Then I 
was hit in the mouth and four front teeth were 
knocked out. 

The men went to the car and got something 
and came back and began pouring hot tar on me. 
Somebody ,remarked, “There’s kerosene in the 
car; just put that on him and set him afire.” 
Someone else said, “Give me a match,” and then 
someone said, “Don't do that; you will start a 
fire here.” 


These words are from the affidavit of Homer T. 
Wilson, one of the two CIO representatives who were 
beaten, near Harriman, in Roane County, Tenn., after 
attending a meeting of employes of the Mead Cor- 
poration paper mill. Other parts of the affidavit 
describe even more brutal treatment. Bloody and 
without clothes, the labor men were left on the 
ground, to find their way in the dark out of Roane 
County—if they could, 

Leading newspapers in Tennessee are denouncing 
this disgraceful affair. The Chattanooga Times 
finds it resembling “the operations of Hitler’s Ges- 
tapo in Poland rather than the treatment of any 
American by a fellow citizen.” Characterizing the 
meeting which the CIO representatives had attend- 
ed as altogether “peaceful” and “protected by the 
right of assembly,” the Nashville Tennesseean says 
they were “victims of a heinous and cowardly crime, 
which will go unpunished only if the law enforcement 
officials of Tenmessee are incapable of enforcing the 
law.” The Nashville Banner cuts to the heart of the 
issue, It says: 


Unless the mobsters who committed the out- 
rage in Roane County are exposed and punished, 
the State and county authority, individual rights 
and the most primary conception of respect for 
law and society will be flagrantly flouted. The 
law itself ig on trial. 
Tennessee has a job to do and so has the United 

States Department of Justice. The American people 
cannot allow their mighty effort against Hitler to 
be rendered meaningless by Hitlerism at home.

Some Battles Hitler Has Lost

action are the most obvious things in a 

war. Hitler’s forces have done so much 
of this, and their successes in battle have 
been so spectacular, that it is still easy to 
overlook the defeats Hitler has suffered. 

We don’t think that Americans have been 
greatly impressed by the. notion that the 
Nazis are invincible. But, just to keep the 
record straight, we are going to recite some 
of Hitler's frustrations: 

1. Hitler did not win the Battle of Brit- 
ain, This was an actual military defeat, in 
the air. It was a defensive victory for the 
British, but it was of the most tremendous 
importance. 

2. Just as he lost the Battle of Britain, 
Hitler also lost the Battle of Time. All Nazi 
calculations about making it a short war 
were blown sky-high when Britain refused 
to fall. The importance. of this frustration 
is harder to understand or measure than a 
territorial conquest or a pitched battle. But 
a major Nazi objective was to make this a 


(action are t of territory by military 


short war. The war has already lasted over 
ay 


two years and is slated to go on. 

3. Hitler did not win the Battle of the 
Atlantic—the battle for the economic starva- 
tion of Britain which he started with so 
much bluster and so many big promises to 
his people, with his “wolf packs” of subma- 
rines and his commerce-destroying bomb- 
ers, Britain is still being supplied. 

- = 


4, Hitler has lost the Battle of Propa- 
ganda. This, too, was a “defensive” victory 
for the resisters of Hitler. It cannot be 
said that their own propaganda has as 
yet been particularly effective anywhere. 
But Hitler’s propaganda program was part 
of the scheme of attack. It had fo win. It 
had either to persuade or scare people into 
resigned acceptance of his triumph and of 
his New Order. 

Proud as the Nazis were of their propa- 
ganda machine, this effort has failed. The 
unconquered parts of the world are not re- 
signed. They do not believe in either the 
inevitability or the desirability of Hitler's 
New Order. They are becoming steadily 
more set against it. 

Even new military victories by Hitler's 
machines, as long as they fall short of being 
decisive for the whole war, do not make his 
great propaganda offensive successful, A 
particular instance of the failure of his 


propaganda offensive was the failure of his 
attack on Russia to divide and paralyze the 
nations that stand against him. 

5. Hitler has lost the Battle of Collabora- 
tion. A main part of the Nazi program 
was to conquer Europe so quickly and stun- 
ningly as to make the conquered peoples 
join with him in organizing the Continent ac- 
cording to his “master race” ideas. Wher 
the Battle of Time went against him, this 
became more difficult. 

When the Battle of Propaganda failed on 
its world-wide scale, its success even in 
Europe, where Hitler could operate at full 
blast without open opposition, became more 
difficult, too... When Italy ceased to be a 
Nazi partner and became a Nazi slave, more 
trouble was stored up. And when Hitler ran 
into trouble in Russia, forcing him to con- 
duct a long and bitter campaign, the Battle 
of Collaboration throughout Europe was lost 
with finality. 

No matter what happens now, the con- 
quered peoples of Europe will not collabo- 
rate loyally. Patriotism is everywhere 
aflame again. Hitler has permanently, now, 
an “internal front” all over the Continent. 

* * * 

It would be nonsense to assume that the 
military victories and territorial conquests 
of the Nazi war machine are ended. 

Russia has not been crushed, as yet, but 
if Moscow and the Donets Basin fall (in 
which case Leningrad will go, too), Russia 
will have been reduced to a second-rate 
Power, incapable for a good while of any 
major attacking effort. Even so, if Russian 
armies stay in existence, along any defen- 
sive line, Hitler will have failed in the ma- 
jor purpose of his tremendous campaign. 

Meantime, the Nazis can obviously turn 
this winter to other regions and make 
further conquests. Unoccupied France, 
Spain and Northwest Africa (certainly the 
first two) are there for the taking. 

But, as the whole record of the war stands 
up to this date, it is a case of a tiger in Cen- 
tral Europe plunging all over the Place, but 
only succeeding in widening the ra of its 
Plungings without accomplishing lything 
decisive. r 

For the present, let us get clearly in mind 
that along with Hitler's victories have gone 
serious defeats. He has to force a decision. 
He is further away from that today than he 
was in the summer of 1940, —

HE falling leaves, the migrant birds, 
é Rew southward slant of the sun, all speak 
of the season, but the infallible sign of au- 
tumn is the tang of wood smoke on the eve- 
ning air. For autumn comes to the suburbs 
and the countryside with a leaping flame in 
@ fireplace and a backlog gently simmering. 
He who walks aware of the first stars and 
the last leaves knows that fragrance as well 
as he knows the tang of cider or of chest- 
nuts roasting. 

Each fire—one might almost say each 
fireplace—has its own aroma. Birch, for 
instance, ia a kindling wood of short fire 
life but full of flavor; its bark alone can 
savor a whole evening. Ash is mote pun- 
gent and more enduring, but its fragrance 


is even stronger in.the.woodbox than on the . 


coals. Apple, or almost any fruit wood, is 
aromatic in its own right, and doubly so in 


flame. Cedar is full of sparks and expo- 
sive outbursts, ‘and its fire dies quickly; 
but while it lives and threatens every rug 
in reach, it is fragrant as the very moun- 
tains. Oak, of course, is the sturdy backlog, 
pungent as leather and smelling wintry, 


. for a fire when snow creaks underfoot and 


frost bites deep. 

A furnace and a radiator are civilized 
comforts, but an open fire has character 
that neither of them can muster. It is a 
personal affair, redolent of the human life 
around it. It calls for care and understand- 
ing; it reflects the warmth of a family cir- 
cle. It belongs to early sunsets, long eve- 
nings, ‘nights when the air is crisp in the 
tingling nostrils. It belongs first of all to 
autumn, and no autumn is really here until 
the wood smoke tang comes downwind on 
the evening.

MAY BIRKHEAD, FORMER PARIS 
CORRESPONDENT, DIES AT 55 


Began Her Newspaper Career by 
Covering Sinking of Titanic 
for New York Herald. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29 (AP).— 
May Birkhead, who began her ca- 
reer as a reposter by covering the 
sinking of the Titanic, died Mon- 
day night. She was 55 years old. 

She was on the way to Europe 
on the liner Carpathia in April, 
1912, when the Titanic struck an 


iceberg and went down. The Car- 
pathia rushed to the scene to pick 
up survivors and James Gordon 
Bennett Jr., pubilsher of the New 
York Herald, picked Miss Birk- 
head’s name from the passenger 
list as his reporter. 

She had never written a story 
before, but did such a good job 
that she later became Paris corre- 
spondent for the old New York 
Herald and other American papers.

BIG RAAF BOMBERS 
RAID TARGETS IN 


Four-Motored Planes Pene- 
trate Far Into Reich, 
Ministry Reports—New 


Forays on France. 


LONDON, Oct. 29 (AP).—Flying 
through a northerly gale, big four- 
motored British bombers pene- 
trated far into Germany last night 
and attacked objectives in ‘the 
south and southwest, the Air Min- 
istry announced today. 

At the same time, British fighter 
planes blasted docks at Cherbourg 
on the German-occupied French 
coast and also attacked Nazi air- 
drome. in Northern France, a com- 
munique said. 

The ministry’s news service said 
American-built Havocs participated 
in the sweeps over France. No 
planes were lost in any of the op- 
erations, the British claimed. 

One airdrome near Abbeville was 
bombed three times in two hours 


| with high explosive and: incendiary 


bombs, they said. 

German air force operations 
against Britain last night were on 
@ small scale and restricted to 
points in Southwest England. 

“Some damage was caused,” a 
communique said, “and from one 
place a small number of casualties 
has been reported. One enemy air- 
craft was destroyed.” 

Observers at Folkestone this 
morning saw British fighters dart 
across the Channel several times 
in a freezing wind. 


English Port Facilities, Industries 
Bombed, Berlin Reports. 

BERLIN, Oct. 29 (AP).—Port 
facilities and industries of the 
southwest coast of England were 
bombed by German combat planes 
last night, the high command said 
today, while British bombers “made 
ineffective harassment attacks on 
Western and Central Germany.” 

“In the period of Oct. 22-28,” a 
communique said, “the British air 
force lost 48 planes. In the same 
period, seven ‘of our own planes 
were lost in the fight against Great 
Britain.”

orous. They know very little about 
the other countries of the world, 
but they love their own.

much of it is a beautiful one, and 


in 20 years they have lifted them- 
selves from ignorance and abysmal 
poverty to a life whose standard is 
far below this country’s, but which 
gives them abundant evidence that 
they need never return to the serf- 
dom that they left. 

Most of the things they do, by 
our standards, they do badly. The 
cloth they weave is coarse and in- 
ferior. The buildings they build 
look 20 years old when they are 
two. The trains do not run on 
time. And in their political philoso- 
phy men are anything but created 
free and equal in Soviet Russia. 

But they have built a city in 
»~Moscow whose sweeping avenues 
and ranks of new buildings take 
your breath away, whose factories 
and railroad yards in the suburbs 
are almost as impressive—and just 
as ugly—as Pittsburgh’s. And they 
have built them, in 20 years, out of 
nothing. Nowhere else in the world 
than on their collective farms 
would a farmer from our Middle 
and Southwest feel at home—for 
outside of America these farms are 
unique in the world in the breadth 
of their conception. Almost to a 
man, woman and child they have 
taught themselves how to read and 
write, in itself an undertaking that 
preoccupied us almost the whole of 
the last century. They have also 
learned to clothe and feed them- 
selves on industrial principles that 
were as strange to them 20 years 
ago as ancient Greek is to men 
who have never ever seen the

ND—for your purposes in ap- 
praising whether they will stick 
or whether they won’t—they are 
a people governed by the only 
ruling class in the world that 
knows—that knows—that if they 
lose this war, every man and wom- 
an of them will be dead or hunted 
for the rest of his or her life. Not 
just their leaders captured and 
tortured, like Schussnigg, but every 
man and woman of the 2,000,000 
members of the Communist party, 
the self-conscious ruling class of 
Russia, killed or driven to earth.

‘Russia, but when Asiatics and Eu- 
ropeans were welded together in 
one country there were the mak- 
ings of an Oriental problem. For 
a hundred years before the Revo- 
lution in Russia, Jewish pogroms 
were the rule and not. the excep- 
tion. No one has come into the 
Soviet Union from Asia without 
struck by the successful 
blending of Oriental and Occiden- 
tal life. North European Russians, 
Monhgolians and men whose ances- 
tors grew up in South China work 
and play together on terms of per- 
fect equality. The real, solid and 
lasting elimination of anti-Semit- 
ism in a land in which it was a 
vicious tradition is one of the new 
state’s major achievements. 

In France, Hitler destroyed a 
country old and falling apart. In 
Russia, he has attacked a country 
which certainly has not an adult’s 
strength. But is young and grow- 
ing together rather than apart. 

I do not believe this country will 
crack—at least not in any of the 
ways we are familiar with—crack 
as Czecho-Slovakia cracked when, 
left friendless, it felt it could not 
fight; crack as Poland cracked, 
gallantly but helplessly; crack as 
France cracked, broken in spirit. 
There is no doubt that many inno- 
cent men were shot in the purges 
in Russia. But so were the Pe- 
tains and Lavals.

Employes Pay 2 Pct. of Sal- 
aries; Company Contrib- 
utes to Retirement Fund. 


More than 3000 employes of the 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri! and 
its affiliate, the St, Louis County 
Gas Co., are beneficiaries of a re- 
tirement income plan which went 
into effect last Jan. 1. 

Under the provisions of the plan, 
employes pay about 2 per cent of 
their salaries, and the company 
contributes its part of the cost of 
the future retirement income 
service, which is handled by the 
Prudential Insurance Co. of 
America. The company estimates 
that its share is considerably 


larger than the total of employes’ 
contributions. All payments, and 
all benefits, are additional to the 
payments required, and benefits 
received, under the Federal Social 
Security law. 

Normal retirement age is 65, but 
provision is made for retirement 
at 55, or for deferment of the re- 
tirement to the age of 70. Em- 
ployes under 25 are not eligible to 
participate in the plan, which em- 
braces all between that age and 65. 

Besides the future retirement in- 
come provisions, the plan includes 
past service retirement income, 
this being of especial importance 
for employes who were near the re- 
tirement age when the plan went 
into effect. Such employes will 
make the regular payments until 
they are 65, and will then receive, 


their payments, past service retire- 
ment income, the cost of which is 
paid entirely by the company. 

A representative of the company 
estimated that the company’s pay- 
ments to the insurance company 
‘for 1941, to cover the cost of past 
service retirement income, and the 
company’s share of future service 
retirement income, would total 
$372,000. | 

Retirement income, both past 
and future, is computed by apply- 
ing a rate of 8 of 1 per cent to 
the employe’s monthly pay, the re- 
sult showing the mionthly income 
to be paid per year of service. To 
compute past service retirement 
income, the best rate of pay for 
the year 1940 is taken. 

Several employes reaching the 
age of 65 have retired since Jan. 
1, some of them having first paid 
a few dollars into the retirement 
plan, and have received. the 
amounts due under the past serv- 
ice schedule. The retirement plan 
replaced a pension plan main- 
tained entirely by the company, 
pensions being on a sliding scale 
determined by the employe’s 
monthly pay and term of service. 
The company has made no state- 
ment as to the effect of a strike 
on the status of striking employes 
under the plan. It has provided 
that those leaving the service of 
the company may withdraw their 
contributions with interest, but 
past service income payments have 
not been promised to them. Those

DOCTOR TELLS OF ATHLETES 
WITH VAGOHYPOTONIG HEART 


Director of Student Health Serv- 
ice at Missouri U. Advises 
All Such to Relax. 

Some college athletes have “no 
brakes” on the heart, says Dr. 
Dan G. Stine, professor of medi- 
cine and director of the Student 
Health Service of the University 
of Missouri. Dr. Stine’s word for

That means, he explained in a 
symposium presented at St. Louis 
Medical Society last night under 
auspices of the university's School 
of Medicine, that “a certain type 
with a normal heart had a poor 
control over his heart rate during 
muscular exertion.”

WASHINGTON, Oct, 29 (AP).— 
The United States will send a mili- 
tary mission to Iraq, it was learned 
on reliable authority today, to study 
the feasibility of constructing the 
unfinished extension in the his- 
toric Berlin-to-Bagdad Railway as 
a& route for war supplies to Russia. 

The group will investigate a 
British proposal for spanning the 
100-mile gap in the Iraq Railway 
to link the Persian Gulf with the 
Turkish rail system, which has 
direct connections with Russian 
railroads east of the Black Sea. 

Ironically, completion of this 
project would put at the service of 
Germany’s enemies, Britain and 
Russia, a vital part of the Berlin- 
to-Bagdad Railroad which was the 
unfulfilled dream of Kaiser Wil- 
helm Il His ambition to com- 
plete it has been regarded as a 
contributing factor in the chain 
of events leading to the first 
World War. 

Britain was reported to have 
asked for lease-lend assistance for 
the project, along with ,requests 
for aid to improve the Trans- 
Iranian Railroad, farther east, and 
for delivery of 200 locomotives, 
4500 freight cars, many tons of 
rails and other equipment to build 
up rail transport in the Middle 
East. 

Mission to Depart Soon. 

It was understood that United 
States officials looked with par- 
ticular favor on the Iraq Railroad 
proposal, and that the military mis- 
sion would depart shortly for Bas- 
ra, Iraq, for an investigation which 
might determine whether this Gov- 
ernment would tackle the job. 

The project is part of a broad, 
British-conceived program for de- 
veloping a rail and highway sys- 
tem in the Middle East capable 
of handling a huge volume of war 
materials, defense sources. said. 
For this there appeared to be a 
three-fold purpose: 

1. Keeping Russia in the fight, 
even though the Red armies are 
pushed back beyond the Ural

equipment to Turkey if that coun- 
try ultimately should be forced 
into belligerency. 

3. Developing an adequate mili- 
tary transport system for both 
troops and supplies should the 
Middle East developed into a major 
war front instead of a secondary 
one.

Besides railroad construction 
and improvement in Iraq and 
Egypt, the program contemplates 
development of a truck route — 
something akin to the Burma road 
—in Eastern Iran to connect In- 
dian railroads with South-Central 
Russia,

garded favorably in Washington, 
for it appeared to offer an all- 
weather route which could be 
brought into use in a matter of 
weeks or a few months, 

The Iraq railroad extension 
would require longer for com- 
pletion, but was said to be con- 
sidered by some officials the most 
logical and practical route . for 
United States shipments into Rus- 
sia and ultimately, perhaps, Tur- 
key, for it would route deliveries 
through an area not threatened im- 
mediately by Nazi troops.

DEATHBED STATEMENT 
AT WOMAN'S TRAL 


Declaration by Farmer That 
Miss Marie Pierce Shot Him, , 
Entered in Evidence. 


BERRYVILLE, Va. Oct. 29 
(AP).— Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Edward McWilliams read to a 
Clarke County jury today a pur- 
ported deathbed statement in 
which Louis T. Moreland was 
quoted as saying Miss Marie 
Pierce, 26-year-old divorcee, shot 
him as he started to leave her 
home last March 18. 

Circuit Judge Philip Williams ad- 
mitted the statement in evidence 
in the trial of the prominent for- 
mer woman with a reminder to 
the jury that it must be satisfied 
in its own mind that Moreland 
understood the statement before 
he signed it. 

The statement read: 

“The night I received these 
wounds I went to the home of 
We eat in her liv- 
ing room and quarreled, first over 
some whisky she had poured out 
of a pint bottle which I had left 
in her kitchen, and then about 
several other things. She became 
very disagreeable and as I got up 
from the davenport and reached 
for my hat to go she shot me...” 

The statement told of Miss 
Pierce taking him to a hospital 
after she was unable to find a doc- 
tor and included this sentence: 

“My reason for making the un- 
true statement was because that 
Miss Pierce persuaded me to while 
I was weak, worried and afraid.” 

Doctor’s Testimony. 

Dr. P. W. Boyd of Winchester 
testified yesterday that Moreland, 
who died May 6, told him the shoot- 
ing was accidental. 

The statement bore the notation 
that it was “signed freely, with 
full knowledge” after it was read 
to Moreland, Miss Pierce’s neigh- 
bor-farmer, two days before his 
death. 

Miss Pierce, daughter of Wal- 
worth Pierce, Boston importer, 
went on trial yesterday and 
through Defense Attorney Weaver 
presented a plea that she shot and 
mortally wounded Moreland, a 
neighboring farmer, in self-defense. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Wil- 
liame deciared in his opening 
statement that there had existed a 
“deep infatuation” between the de- 
fendant and Moreland, which he 
said “was encouraged” by Miss 
Pierce. Three brothers, Arthur, 
Robert and Kenneth Lee, told of 
seeing Moreland go to and from 
the Pierce home on several occa- 
sions. 

Dr. Boyd said Moreland had been 
drinking before being taken to the 
hospital by Miss Pierce, who then 
gave him several blood transfu- 
sions before his death. 

Defendant Divorced. 

The defendant was divorced sev- 
eral years ago from Ted Jones, 
Clark County horse trainer 

Moreland, who lived with his 
wife and children on an adjoining 
farm, came to her house the night 
of the shooting and refused to 
leave although asked three times 
to do so, Weaver said. 

Moreland, the attorney said, “re- 
viled her, threw a shotgun at her, 
pulled her hair and choked her” 
pefore she put her hand in an 
overall jacket pocket and pulled 
the trigger of a revolver,

J. Douglas Brown, chief of the

“Practically every industry us- 
ing metal will be affected to some 
degree,” he said. He explained 
that men laid off by the jewelry 
industry in the Connecticut Valley 
would ‘be re-employed very quickly 
in defense plants in that area, thus 
reducing the net unemployment, 
whereas that would not be so 
readily possible in places like New- 
ton, Ia., which is dependent largely 
on the operation of one washing 
machine company. 

In response to questions by Rep- 
resentative Curtis (Rep.), Nebras- 
ka, for specific data as to individual 
classes which will be hit by priority 
unemployment, Brown said auto- 
mobile salesmen almost certainly 
would be adversely affected be- 
cause of the curtailment of automo- 
bile production. 

Brown said that his division al- 
ready had surveyed 35 communi- 


ties suffering from priority unem- 


ployment and had recommended 
remedial action for 11, He did not 
name them. 

“We also are watching condi- 
tions in about 500 other communi- 
ties,” he added. 

Gov. Murray D. Van Wagoner 
of Michigan laid before President 
Roosevelt a plan to provide jobs 
for 100,000 to 150,000 men who 
will be laid off in automobile plants 
because of the defense program, 
and said the Chief Executive was 
“very much interested.” 

The Governor would not go into 
details, but said the plan involved 
co-operation of the Government, 
labor and management. He said 
it would not be presented to man- 
agement until a meeting in De- 
troit next week.

I wrote in my 
room. On the wall above me hung 
a landscape by Marquet of Paris 
and the River Seine. Through my 
window I saw Moscow, golden and 
rose. That room no longer exists. 
It was destroyed by a German 
high explosive bomb. That dis- 
patch was never sent. 

Now I am writing this on the 


road, my typewriter standing on a 
box 


Long trains are moving east- 
ward: Machine tools and poets, 
children and archives, laboratories 
and actors, Government depart- 
ments and telescopes. 

Russian railway men have proved 
themselves heroes. Under enemy 
bombings, hundreds of trains car- 
ried from Moscow everything that 
was needed. Beyond the Volga 
and in the Urals. evacuated fac- 
tories are already working. Peo- 


will take the places of those who 
died. Far in the hinterland new 
armies are forming. 

It was just a short time ago 
that I traveled along the Mozhaisk 
highway, west of Moscow. A blue- 
eyed girl tended a flock of geese 
and sang an adult song of some- 
body else’s love. Today guns are 
speaking there, speaking of the 
fury of a peace-loving people de- 
fending Moscow. 

Moscow ha# now become a mili- 
tary camp. It is relieved of civilian 
considerations. It is in a position 
to defend itself like a fortress. It 
has obtained a lofty right—the 
right of risking itself. I have seen 
Moscow's defenders. They are good 
fighters. That’s the way the 
French fought at Verdun and the 
British on the Somme. 


Hitler in a Hurry. 

In the south Hitler’s troops are 
advancing toward Rostov. They 
are seeking to break through to 
the Caucasus, Hitler is in a hurry, 
trying to make the most of the 
last days of autumn, And quiet 
reigns in Europe, except for some 
Czech heroes and French hostages 
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lected etchings or pipes? 

Russia is now wearing the sol- 
dier’s greatcoat. It is riding on 
motor lorries, marching along the 
roads, lumbering carts, sleeping in 
dugouts and box cars. There is 
no room for regrets: 

The Dniper power plant has been 
blown up, fine factories and 
bridges have been blown up. 
Bombs have destroyed Novgorod,

I 
should like to reply to this writer 
whom I have met and for whom I 
have a profound respect: “No, per- 
haps you are doing too little to help 
yourselves.” 

The people realize that this is a 
protracted war, that it cannot be 
measured in terms of months, that 
years of trials are still ahead. The 
nation is growing sullen, but is 
far from yielding. It is prepared 
for cave living, for a nomadic ex- 
istence, for the most terrible pri- 
vations, if called upon.

}| fate of Russia is being decided for 
centuries to come. 

The soldiers moving to the west 
say: “This will be a long war, very 
long.” 

Russia cannot be occupied. This 
has never happened and cannot 
happen, and not only because it is 
a long distance from Moshaisk to 
Baikal. Russia has always en- 
gulfed her enemies. The Russian 
generally nurses no grudges; he is 
hospitable. But he is capable of 
malice, capable of revenge, and 
he puts skill into his revenge. He 
even becomes business-like. 

It is known that Germans are 
now being killed near Moscow. 
‘But the Germans know something 
else, too; they are being killed in 
Kiev, in Minsk and in thousands 
of villages which they have cap- 
tured. To be sure, Gen. Guderian, 
commander of the Panzer divisions, 
is clever, but how is he to sup- 
press the peasants from Novgorod 
to Melitopol? 


‘Conquering Nothing.’ 

The German army is conquering 
nothing. It is merely advancing 
from town to town. It must fight 
on dozens, on hundreds of fronts. 

Russia is an unusual country. 
It is hard for the people on the 
Kaiserdamm or the Wilhelmstrasse 
to understand this country. 

For me, who lived for years in 
Moscow, it is hard to say this, yet 
it is the truth. Moscow is not 
what matters. I experienced the 
exodus from Paris. In those days 
the soul was deserting France. The 
desperation of the French Army 
and the sorrow of millions of ref- 
ugees might have given rise to re- 
sistance. But they gave rise to in- 
difference and Petain’s senile prat- 
tle. 

Is it possible that Hitler is hop- 
ing for a Laval to turn up in Rus- 
sia? That’s a futile hallucination. 
There are vicious old men in this 
country, but no Petains. And there 
are thieves, but no Lavals. 

Russia aroused, Russia roaming 
the roads, is twice as terrifying as 
a settled Russia. The people's suf- 
fering will turn against the enemy. 
The Rusajans never boasted of the 
German type of punctuality and 
methodicalness. But in these grim 
hours many people who tend to be 
slow or flabby are tightening up, 
becoming steeled.

Don't Take My Word for It

The definite article YE, as in 
“Ye Olde Gift Shoppe,” should not 
be pronounced “yee,” for the rea- 
son that YE simply is an archaic 
way of spelling the word THE. 

In the early English alphabet, 
the letters “th” were represented 
by a character called “thorn.” It 
resembled the small “y.” Later, 
when “thorn” was dropped from 
the alphabet, the smal] “y” for a 
time was used in the spelling of 
“th” words, as: “yat” for that, 
“yen” for then, “yis” for this, “ye” 
for the, etc. . 


The definite article YE, then, is 
pronounced exactly like the mod- 
ern form THE, that is, “thee” be-

The 
tank even presents no serious 
azard, because its protected posi- 
tion is such that lightning cahnot 
reach it.

Fires begin 
to be lighted and match boxes are 
left around, and the children play 
with the matches. 

House cleaning goes on and 
there are chores in the cellar, and 
small jobs of repair work, the 
eaves have to be cleaned, and all 
that means ladders, and ladders 
are contraptions of the devil.

Carbon monoxide is treacherous 
because it has no’ smell, it doesn't 
even wake a person up at its insid- 
ious approach and the symptoms 
of paralysis may be on a person 
without any premonition. The 
treatment is to remove the victim 
to fresh air, supply artificial res- 
piration immediately and indefi- 
nitely, aid circulation by rubbing 
the arms and legs and wrapping 
in warm blankets and call a doc- 
tor. : 
The fires of burning leaves are 
a pleasant aspect of the fall scene, 
but do not permit a child to re- 
main alone and poke a fire. Thirty- 
five per cent of fatal burns occur 
in children. The hunting season 
and “unloaded guns” need only be 
mentioned. 

Above the cries of all victims 
of these autumn accidents is the 
universal wail—"“I ought to have 
known better.” Use that ounce of 
prevention to avoid accidents.

How to Aid Digestion

EALTH is the greatest of all 
H of our possessions. As one 

Sage remarked: “A hale cob- 
bler is better than a sick king.” 
It should be the most encouraging 
knowledge in the world that for 
most persons health is not diffi- 
cult to obtain. Vital, buoyant, vig- 
orous health lies within the grasp 
of millions. It is not a difficult 
road to follow, but pleasant, easy 
and exciting. It involves keen en- 
joyment of good appetite, fresh 
aed exercise and intelligent eat- 
ng. 

Intelligent eating means the 
balanced diet, the assurance of 
proper nutrition. When asked to 
discuss “what nutrition. means to 
the nation,” at a recent nutrition 


conference, Prof. Henry C. Sher- 


man stated: “It means the freeing 
of perhaps one-third of our peo- 
ple from ills directly or indirectly 
due to food conditions.” 

In order to realize just how this 
works out, let’s consider what food 
does after it is taken inside the: 
body. 

At the end of the working day, 
we sit down to enjoy the dinner 
with the family. This may include 
soup, fruit cocktail, meat, potato, 
vegetable, dessert, coffee. The food 
is chewed in the mouth, ground up 
by the teeth, and swallowed. Then 
digestion begins, predigestion al- 
ready having taken place when 
saliva acts on the food in the 
mouth. 

Digestion is aided when the food 
is reduced to fine particles, This 
means that one should give extra 
attention to mastication. The real

problem of digestion is in prepar 
ing the food to that state in which 
the body can use it to best ad- 
vantage. For only after food has 
been digested can the body begin 
absorbing it. When properly di- 
gested, food moves through the 
stomach and on into the small in- 
testine, where further complicated 
activities of absorbing the food 
fuel continue. Minute suction cups 
in the small intestine pick up 
these particles (already chemically 
changed) for further distribution 
over the body to supply the nt 
trition, the fuel, the energy the 
body needs in its daily activity 
and growth. Vitamins play an im 
portant part in this process.

Germany, ‘which Allied — planes 
were to have (and could have, we 
thought) knocked out in a few 
days, is that, so far as I can see, 
the night bombings of the British 


‘ have done very little damage. 


Today, we drove through many 
of the Ruhr centers which the 
Allies were supposed to have 
bombed so heavily the last few 
nights. The great networks of 
railroad tracks and bridges around 
Essen and Duisburg were intact. 
The Rhine bridges at Cologne 
were up. The factories through- 
out the Ruhr were smoking away 
as usual, 


(An example of the German 
army's terrific attention to detail: 
For 300 miles along the Autobahn 
from Berlin to Cologne, broken- 
down farm implements made to 
look like anti-aircraft guns from 
any altitude at all were placed ev- 
ery 200 yards. Ploughs with the 
shaft pointed to the sky to look 
like a gun; rakes, harrows, wheel- 
barrcws, sewing-machines — every 
conceivable old implement had 
been carefully arranged to look 
like a piece of flak—anti-aircraft 
gun—so that an Allied pilot flying 
along the road would get the idea 
that it was suicide t6 swoop down 
on that road.) 


Except for a few German bomb- 
ers starting out from near Han- 
nover, we saw not a single plane 
in the sky all day. We passed the. 
Cologne airdrome. It was packed 
with planes, but the hangars had 
not been touched. Obviously these 


night attacks of the British have ft 


failed not only to put the Ruhr out 
of commission, but even to dam- 
age the German flying fields. — 

Aachen, May 20—We were off 
shortly after dawn from Aachen 
across the Dutch province of 
Limburg to Maastricht. Little evi- 
dence that the Dutch did much 
fighting here, The houses whole, 
the windows unshattered, An oc- 
casional Dutch pillbox showed 
signs of having been hit by ma- 
chine-gun fire, but nothing heavier. 
Apparently the Dutch made no at- 
tempt to slow up the Germans by 
blowing up the road to Maastricht.- 
One bridge over a creek had been 
damaged. That was all. 

We crossed over the Maas 
(Meuse) at Maastricht. The river 
is broad here and was a natural 
line of defense, though the Dutch 
did not take much advantage of 
it. They had done a half-hearted 
job of blowing up the bridges. 
Blown up one out of seven or 
eight spans on the two bridges I 
saw. The Germans evidently had 
substitute spans, made of steel 
frames, waiting in the rear, and 
within a few hours of bringing 
them up had the bridges good as 
new. German supply columns were 
thundering over both bridges 
when we arrived, 

Arrived at the Albert Canal. 
With its steep banks, thirty feet 
high, which the Belgians had ce- 
mented, it was a good defense line 
especially against tanks. Only the 


‘Belgians had not blown up the 


bridge. I asked a German officer 
why. 

“We were too quick for them,” 
he said. 

Apparently what happened here, 
and at most of the other impor- 
tant bridges over the Albert 
Canal, all leading to Liege, was 
that German parachutists rushed 
the bridges from behind, wiped 
out the defending machine-gun

crews, even overpowered the pill- 
boxes also defending the bridges, 
and cut the wires leading to the 
explosive charges in the bridges 
before the Belgians could set them 
off. 

This particular bridge over the 
canal was protected by a bunker 
at the Belgian end. The bunker 
must have been taken in the same 
mysterious way that Fort Eben- 
Emael was taken at Liege—by 
parachutists with some new- 
fangled weapon. A couple of us 
ventured in. I saw at once that 
there had been a fire inside the 
bunker. From that I concluded— 
though with several reservations 
—that the parachutists who took 
the pillbox from behind must have 
had a fire-pistol of some kind and 
shot their flames inside the pill- 
box, 

You were immediately struck by 
the difference between Holland 
and Belgium. As soon as we 
crossed into Belgium, we started 
running into blocks of pulverized 
houses along the road. Obviously 
the Belgians were of a different 
metal from the Dutch, At the out- 
set they fought like lions. From 
house to house. 

Tongres—Here for the first time 
we suddenly came across real 
devastation. A good part of the 
town through which we drove was 
smashed to pieces. Stuka dive- 
bombers and artillery, an officer 
explained. The railroad station 


was a shambles; obviously hit by 
Stukas. The railroad tracks all 
around torn and twisted; cars and 
locomotives derailed. One could— 
or could one?—imagine the con- 
sternation of the inhabitants. 
When they had gone to bed that 
Thursday night (May 9), Belgium 
had been at peace with the world, 
including Germany, At dawn on 
Friday the German bombers were 
leveling the station and town— 
the houses in which they had gone 
to bed so peacefully—to a charred 
mass of ruins. The town itself 
was absolutely deserted. 
* o * 

IBLEMONT—A German officer 
T remarks here: “It took us five 

days to get to Tirlemont.” We 
have come about 100 kilometers 
from Aachen—20 kilometers a day. 


- Not bad. I notice that in all that 


distance I have not seen one bomb 
crater in the road. I deduce that 
while German Stukas put the Bel- 
gian railroad out of action, they 
were careful not to blow up the 
roads. Apparently the German 
command decided in advance not 
to try to use the Belgian railways; 
only the roads, 

We came to a terrific hole in 
the road, just as it crossed a creek 
at the entrance to the town. A 
pit 30 yards in diameter and 25 
feet deep. The officer explained 
the French blew this one up. 

“French dynamite experts,” he 
said. “At places they have done 


a beautiful job. But they did not 
stop our tanks. The tanks went 
around through the factory you see 
at the left, piercing the factory 
walls as if they were made of 
tissue paper, crossed the creek a 
couple of hundred yards upstream, 
and pursued the enemy.” 

Louvain—This ancient university 
city, burned by the Germans in a 
burst of fury in 1914, is now again 
—to a considerable extent—de- 
stroyed. The great library build- 
ing is completely gutted. 

Brussels — Brussels has been 
spared—the one lone city in Bel- 
gium that has not been in whole 


“or in part laid waste. 


Returning from Brussels to 
Aachen, we ran across a batch of 
British prisoners. They were 
herded together in the brick-paved 
yard of a disused factory. We 
stopped and talked to them. They 
were a sad sight. Some obviously 
shell-shocked, some wounded, all 
dead tired. But what impressed 
me most about them was their 
physique. 

They were hollow-chested and 
skinny and round - shouldered. 
About a third of them had bad 
eyes and wore glasses. Typical, I 
concluded, of the youth that Eng- 
land neglected so criminally in 
the 22 post-war years when Ger- 
many, despite its defeat and the 
inflation and 6,000,000 unemployed, 
was raising its youth in the open 
air and the sun. I asked the boys 


where they were from and what 
they did at home. About half of 
them were from offices in Liver- 
pool; the rest from London offices. 
Their military training had begun 
nine months before, 

Thirty yards away German in- 
fantry were marching up the road 
towards the front. I could not 
help comparing them with these 
British lads. The Germans, 
bronzed, clean-cut physically, 
healthy-looking as lions, chests de- 
veloped and all. It was part of 
the unequal fight. 

The English youngsters, I knew, 
had fought as bravely as men can. 
But bravery is not all; it is not 
enough in this machine-age war. 
You have to have a body that will 
stand terrific wear and tear. 

And then, especially in this war, 
you must have all the machines of 
warfare. I asked the English 
about that. There were six of 
them, standing a little apart—all 
that were left, they told me, from 
a company that had gone into 
battle near Louvain, 

“We didn’t have a chance,” one 
of them said. “We were simply 
overwhelmed. Especially by those 
dive-bombers and tanks.” 

“What about your own bombers 
and tanks?” I asked. 
“Didn’t see any.”
